BERLIN—(UP) 
licensed newspaper Zeitung Am 
Abend yesterday praised nude 
bathing as “progressive,” and pro- 
posed a step-by-step campaign to 
ban bathing suits from the beaches 
of Russian-held Germany. 

The newspaper advised sunburn

The Zeitung campaign was the 
gradual relaxation

press, which officially denounces

of “reactionary imperialists.” 

Communist editors have experi- 
mented with photos of bosomy 
frauleins reclining on the beaches 
without being reprimanded by So- 
viet authorities—as long as they 
provide a touch of social signifi- 
cance by explaining that the girls 
are stenographers or factory hands 
on vacation.

Scarcity of opportunity, a word 
that seems increasingly impor- 
tant in the American vocabulary. 
has been cited as the keystone in 
a Southern census report. 

Populations of Florida and Ten. 
nessee increased. Relatively small 
fluctuations were reported in oth. 
er States, however. Mississippi 
showed an actual loss. 

The Bureau of Census did not 
explain why, for example, Flori- 
da’s population shot up 28.1 per- 
eent between’1940 and 1948 while 
Mississippi's fell off by 1.4 per- 
cent. 

Analysis by International 
News Service indicated, how- 
ever, that Mississippi, Georgia 
and Alabama, while growing 
steadily in a commercial sense, 
failed to attract as many new- 
comers to new jobs. 

War-time dislocations also seem 
ed to play a role in the shift to 
Florida and to Tennessee, where’ 
population increased nine percent. 

Florida, especially, beckoned. 
new business undertakings and. 
boomed real estate developments 
with the lure of its weather, in- 
€reasing industry and enlivened 
citrus production. 

Tennessee was helped material- 
ly by expansion of the Knoxville 
area which includes the now 
popular Oak Ridge Atomic plants. 

Mississippi, in contrast, saw 
Scores leave the State. The ma- 
jority, according to informants at. 
Jackson, were Negroes, attracted! 
to the North by reports of better 
pay and working conditions. | 

Observers pointed out emphat- 
feally that the Negro was not 
alone in seeking a livelihood else 
where. 

Statistical reports from South- 
ern colleges were recalled, 
showing that too many of the 
most. promising white graduates 
had also been lured into post- 

’ tions with national corporations 
which promised higher pay and 
faster advancement. 

Some correspondents, seeking 
an answer to the population shifts 
over the past eight years, cited 
VU. S. Labor Department statistics 
which still list lower wage differ- 
entials for Southern workers. 

The differentials gradually are 
disappearing, but hundreds of 
skilled war workers went else-| 
where. They apparently decided 
to stay in other regions rather' 
than return to their former em-| 
ployers and wait for the differen-' 
tial to be equalized. 

In any case, it was the consen- 
gus that the birth rate in Dixie 
had relatively little bearing on the’ 
change in poulation.

Hospital, through its fine medical and psychiatric 
staffs, be giVen a chance to do for Atlanta’s per- 
plexed neurotics what so many cities of this 
size has been able to do for their confused 
eitizens. 


Frank Wilson, Superintendent of Grady 
Hospital, has long ago approved the idea. 
Dr. Hugh Wood, Dean of Medicine at Emory 
and Dr. Carl Whittaker, Head of the Psy- 
chiatric Division have both been enthusiastic 
about the possibilities. All of them have 
agreed upon the need. There has always 
been the matter of funds that could not be 
diverted from the every-day emergency de- 
mands upon the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
thority. 


No one Knows, of course, how much money 
will be forthcoming, and there will undoubtedly 
be many places for it to be spent wisely and 
well, but none would seem as urgent as this one. 

A recent scientific story from New York 
said there are five ways to help alcoholics con- 
quer their bouts with liquor. Two new drugs, 
Antabuse and Emetine, are helpful but neither 
is a cure. A second approach is psychological. 
Chronic drinking may be due to some emotional 
problem or frustration. If this is straightened 
out, the reason for the compulsion to drink may 
be removed. A third approach is morale build- 
ing, a spiritual treatment typified by the Alco- 
holics Anonymous. Here the drinker gets help 
and encouragement from people who faced the 
same problem and whipped it. 

The fourth is a new legal approach to get 
alcoholics treated as sick people instead of tossing 
them into jails to sober up and then go free. A 
few States are tackling the chronic drinker as a 
public health problem, setting up facilities to 
give them medical care and rehabilitate them. 

This one seems the most imperative. 

The fifth are studies of body chemistry, show 
ing how chronic drinkers may differ from other 
people in the effects that alcoho) produces upon 
them. They may lead to ways of telling which 
persons are most susceptible to alcohol and in 
danger of developing into drunkards.

content. The bitterness and the tragedy of 
the year 1892 seemed to have been eased with 
the passing of the years; even the curse imposed 
upon her by her husband had been thwarted 
because nobody in Europe or England felt in- 
clined to point the finger of scorn at the mother 
of a Duchess and a Princess. 

As though to prove that all had been for- 
vyiven, if not forgotten, “Mrs. Baldwin’ made 
her home in Cannes, where her friend, M. Emile 
Abeille, had been slain by her husband. 

It was in Cannes, too, that Mrs. Florence 
Baldwin Deacon died, on July 8, 1918; her affairs 
in complete order, as well as the affairs of her 
daughters. 

She had ruled her family firmly. Just how 
firmly was established a few years after her 
death when Dorothy had her marriage to Prince 
tadziwill annulled on the grounds that her iron- 
willed mother had forced her into the union. 

Her mother, who had never re-married, didn't 
force Dorothy into the second marriage, that 
with Count Paul de Palffy, however. That, too, 
ended in legal separation, but the attendant pub- 
licity came too late to bother the woman who 
fought her husband and much of the world in 
an effort to keep shadows from her children’s 
future,

William Allen had to borrow a neighbor's 
car because his own was laid up for repairs, The 
borrowed automobile proved to be in bad con- 
dition, too, with the engine sputtering and going 
dead every few miles.

The nurse guarded Baby Douglas well and he 
was holding his own when they arrived at the 
hospital. Anxiously the father waited to learn 
if his son had reacted satisfactorily to the first 
transfusion.

But the fact 

that race track handicappers in assigning 

weights to Calumet fliers seem with 

the idea that they could win, even lugging Primo 

Carnera around the course, has contributed 

much to the unpopularity which undeservedly 
has been the Stable’s lot in recent years. 

There are some people who charge Calumet 
with being a ‘‘cry-baby outfit, always wanting 
no more than 100 per cent the best of it.” 

There's another side to the story, however, 
which shows that Mr. Wright, philanthropic 
oWner of the prize string, isn’t breeding deli- 
cately-built race horses to supply glue factories 
with raw material. 

Back in 1941 when Wright's stable first won 
prominence through Whirlaway, he and his 
trainer, Ben Jones, decided that their champion 
should be seen by as many racing followers as 
possible. So, Whirlaway practically lived in a 
box car as he was shipped back and forth 
across the continent to race at various tracks. 
Then handicappers started to rub it in, and at 
Arlington Park, Chicago, one afternoon, a gal- 
loping glue pot named Rounders, in with a 
measly 103 pounds, ran away from Whirlaway, 
burdened with 130, in the Arlington Park Handi- 
cap. Next A. J. Sackett’s Tola Rose whipped 
him at Empire City, helped by a 26-pound pull 
in the weights. 

After that, Wright and his trainer made up 
their minds that thenceforth, Calumet horses 
wouldn't accept a higher impost than 130 pounds 
at distances over a mile and 132 pounds, at a 
mile or less. 

Ever since then, Ben Jones and his son, 
Jimmy, who has taken over his father’s duties 
with Calumet, have adhered strictly to this rule, 
in’ the face of adverse comments and loud 
criticism from handicappers, owners of rival 
horses and racing fans not too familiar with the 
facts. 

Race track managers sometimes shudder 
when a Calumet star is on their card because it 
usually means that other owners will scratch 
their horses from the event, leaving a walkover 
or a small field which makes for a minus pool. 
llandicappers scowl when they see Jimmy Jones 
coming because they know they are in for an 
argument which they are likely to lose. Yet the 
facts more often than not bear out Jimmy’s 
argument, 

Jack Campbell, uncompromising and highly 
respected handicapper for the New York tracks, 
assigned 140 pounds to Coaltown for the Tobog- 
gan Handicap last spring at Belmont Park, 
causing Jimmy to scratch the

A Cape Cod architect working towards better 
housing for low-income groups has designed and 
built a house that will fit the requirements and 
pocketbooks of many. 

It is functional, attractive and rugged, ter- 
mite-proof and relatively fireproof. It utilizes 
materials readily available in all parts of 
country but in a manner that is radically 
and unconventional. 

Its simplicity of design reduces by about one 
half the approximate number of man hours of 
masonry and carpentry labor necessary for 
struction of a conventionally designed house of 
the same size. This simplification is attained in 
floor construction, wall construction, exterior 
and interior trim and finish, omission of unnec- 
essary interior partitions, doors and trimming. 
Durability of materials used and unusually 

upkeep costs are two important factors, 

The architect is E. Gunnar Peterson, of Fal- 
mouth, Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
graduate and contemporary designer whose 
work in this country and abroad has received 
wide recognition by national home magazines 
and other authorities. 

Taking a basically economical plant to start 
with, Peterson set out to make one material and 
operation perform the functions of several. 

The house is cellarless, erected on poured 
concrete footings with foundation of concrete 
blocks and four-inch concrete flooring reinforced 
with wire mesh (6x6 inch by 10 gauge), topped 
With asphalt tile, all laid on six inches of sand

and gravel fill, A small pit for heater (floor 
furnace type) is provided. 
The walls are of cinder block, with hollow 


cores filled with expanded mica insulation, to 
the heads of the windows. Above the window 
heads the construction is wood lintels and wood 
rafters and sheathing.

Another type of low-cost housing which has 
created much interest is a prefabricated dwell- 
ing distributed by Thermo House Corporation 
of America in Boston.

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separated. The answer was always no. 

He was required to stay inside the cell house 
while his relatives stayed in the visitors’: room, 
the visiting panel between them, the same rule 
as applied to all visits. He expressed a willing- 
ness to lend money to other inmates and to 
arrange for money to be sent to their relatives, 
but I would not permit any scheme to enable 
him to gain leadership. 

He wanted to buy band instruments for other 
men but was restricted to purchase only for him- 
self. He did become accomplished on a banjo. 


Many of the prisoners were as tough or 
avi b } ie 
tougher than he was and “big shots’ in thei 
rackets. When they learned that they were all 


treated alike, no favors, no special privileges, 
(‘apone s stock went down and he was subject tO 
ribbing because he couldn't bull or bribe his way 
around the rules. 

I had many inquiries about him. Letters 
came from many places asking me to get his 
for the writers: also to get him to 
lend. donate, subscribe, contribute and invest in 
all manner of charities and enterprises. 

After the first tenseness Capone got in line 
and made an average adjustment in work and 
hehavior. He was first assigned to work in the 
laundry. 

An army officer stationed on near-by Angel 
Island told me that the soldiers were getting a 
great kick out of the gossip that their clothes 
were being washed by gangsters in the Alcatraz 
laundry and that one of them had written his 
mother that Al Capone was his laundry man. 

After a time in the laundry Capone was made 
clean-up man in the bathhouge. Later, he 


worked for a while in the library, carrying books 
and Magazines to cells and back. 

During nearly all of one year——1937 
the job of sweeping the recreation yard. 

He got into a fight with another inmate in 
the laundry in February, 1935, and was placed 
in solitary for eight days. 

Bill Colyer, a ‘lifer, was feeding towels into 
a mangle and Capone was folding them at the 
other end. Colyer was feeding too fast for 
Capone and Al got sore and threw a wet towel! 
into Colyeg’s face. Colyer grabbed a stool and 
charged Capone. Capone grabbed another stow) 
and they rattled around, finally dropped the 
stools and went at it with their fists, 

Capone, 240 pounds, landed a haymaker on 
the 135-pound Colyer’s jaw as guards arrived. 

His most serious altercation was in June. 
1936, while he was working in the basement. 
He had a row with Jimmy Lucas, a lifer, who 
was near the basement barber shop waiting 
his turn for a haircut. 

Lucas grabbed a pair of shears and stabbed 
Capone; the wound was slight, but Capone was 
taken to the hospital and Lucas went to solitary. 

Dr. George Hess, our chief medical officer, 
knew that Capone had a venereal history and 
wanted to treat him, but Capone insisted that he 
had tests in Chicago that were negative, there- 
fore he knew he was cured, 

He went along all right without any outward 
signs of the disease’s harmful progress until 
Feb. 5, 1938. 

That morning as the prisoners marched to 
the dining hall for breakfast, the officer in charge 
noticed that Capone was dressed in the blue suit 
provided for Sunday wear instead of the cover- 
alls worn on workdays. 

The officer motioned to Capone, who realized 
he had made a mistake and went back to his cell, 
changed his clothes, came out quickly and caught 
the end of the line going into breakfast. 

After breakfast when the men marched back 
to their cells, he started for another gallery in- 


he had 
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stead of the tier where his cell was located. 
Again the officer signaled him and he saw he 
was making another mistake and .went to his 
cell. Ina short time, when the working details 
were cleared, the officer checked the cell house 
and noted Capone was nauseated. 
Capone was ordered taken to the hospital. 


When*Dr. Hess hea about Capone’s confusion 
and noted his thick speech he sent for Dr. Ed- 
ward Twitchell, our consultant psychiatrist, and 
they diagnosed the symptoms as the premoni- 
tory signs of paresis. 

When I saw him I asked him, “What hap- 
pened to you this morning?” 

He grinned as he replied, “I dunno, Warden: 
they tell me I acted like I was a little wacky.’ 

The San Francisco newspapers and press 
associations bombarded me with more questions 
than I could answer. The medical explanation 
was used, but some of the accounts. depicted 
Capone as a raving maniac. 


yee the press wires reached Chicago, his 
relatives called about his condition, of 
and they taiked as if he should be re- 
leased immediately so that he could be treated. 

I convinced them he couldn’t be released, but 
that he could and would be given medical care. 
He was kept in the hospital for the remainder 
of his term and was given the treatment pre- 
scribed for his affliction. He appeared to benefit. 

When Capone was taken from ory on 
Jan. 6, 1939, at the expiration of his felony sen- 
tence, Dr. Romney Ritchey, a psychiatrist of 
long experience, examined him and reported that 
he was in good physical condition, in good spirits, 
that he appeared to understand his difficulty, 
and that his speech was entirely relevant and 
adequate. 

He went to a correctional institution for one 
year for a misdemeanor. From there. he was 
taken to a hospital for more treatments, then 
to his Miami estate where he died Jan. 25, 1947.
